The First Regiment, I. N. G., attended

noon. It formed in the armory a little after 


2 o’clock in full dress but without arms, and 


Waited for the skies to clear. Just about the 
time for the column to start the rain began 
to fall, and for a few minutes it was a ques- 
tion as to whether they would go at all.

GEN. SHERIDAN NO WORSE. 


THE HEART TROUBLE DID NOT COME 
AGAIN YESTERDAY. 


Doctors and Friends Somewhat Encour- 
aged by the Fact of the Absence of a 
Relapse—The Patient Assists at a More 
Thorough Examination and Diagnosis 
of His Case—He Still Insists that He 
Will Get Weill. 

W asHINGTON, D. C., June 10.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Sheridan disappointed the doctors to- 
day. They had looked for one of his periodic 
attacks some time during the afternoon, and 
had in fact been fearful ot the result. They 
had also arranged to have Dr. Pepper come 
over..from Philadelphia for a twofold pur- 
pose. They wanted his advice in case of an 
emergency which might prove more danger- 
ous than any heretofore encountered, 
and Dr. Pepper himself wished to 
see Gen. Sheridan under the most un- 
favorable conditions. Heretofore he has 
ulways been summoned just after a relapse, 
and when he reached Washington the doc- 
tors usually had freed the patient from his 
trouble. This afternoon Gen. Sheridan slept 
peacefully through a thunder-storm, and the 
moisture in the atmosphere did not seem to 


affect his lungs. Dr. Pe, per came about 6 


o’ciock in the evening, and Dr. N. S. Lincoln 
was also called in. The symptoms of a re- 
lapse are usually foreshadowed for an hour 
or two, and the General’s condition had 
been so good that it was certain the con- 
sulting doctors were, not going to see 
him in one ot his bad spells. They, 
however, watched beside him some time and 
made special inquiry about his nourishment. 
This is giving the attendants some trouble, 
as the peptonized milk has failed to assimi- 
late and the General craves food that cannot 
be safely given him. His mind had been 
clear most of the day and when he recognized 
the consulting doctors he kept insisting that 
he was going to get well. The result of the 
consultation was another bulletin, which 
told nothing about the medical features of 
the case except in an indefinit way. 
fact that the doctors said at least he was no 
worse was interpreted to mean that 
he was really a little better, but pro- 
fessional caution would, of course, pre- 
vent a positive statement to this effect. 
The irregularity of the respiration will be 
likely to continue for a good while yet. It 
was hardly worth while for the doctors to 
state that the General expressed his inten- 
taon of getting well. He has done the same 
thing in some of his worst spells of delirium. 
A medical opinion as to the correctness of 
the General’s opinion would be more 
weighty. The truth, though, is that Gen. 
Sheridan had a good day and the dreaded 
heart fail ure, which was due, did not 
come upon him. The grip with which 
he has “held his own” left him 
strong enough to undergo a more 
thorough examination than they 
have been able to make at any time hereto- 
fore. He stood this well and helped to diag- 
nose his own case. What changes in treat- 
ment were agreed upon at the consultation 
are unknown, but it is believed that changes 
were made looking to strengthening the 
patient’s recuperative powers. The Gen- 
eral’s system has become so weak that 
powerful medicines can no longer be 
given. The household was cheered up by 
the result of the consultation, and several 
of the aides and attendants went home to 
sleep. Later in the evening the General’s 
coughing spells were more severe than they 
had been during the day, and he did not 


seem to expectorate s, freely. His resttul-

the news ofthe day, giving evident signs 
that he was likely to havea wakeful and dis- 
turbed night. These symptoms, however, 
did not cause alarm, as a good day has been 
almost always followed by a bad night.

The doctors found today that there was ex- 
tensive trouble of.the mitral valves of the 
heart, and that owing toa changein their 
structure they did not fully close the aper- 
ture and thus allowed blood to be forced back 
into the heurt. This trouble was ascertained 
positively, and the rushing. of the 
blood back into the heart could be 
distinctiy heard. It was thought that 
the aortic orifice might also be 
diseased, but the General’s breathing was 
still too heavy to allow this to be definitly 
determined. Itis stated. however, that the 
disease of the heart is not such as to entireiy 
preclude hope of the General’s recovery. 
The liver was ales examined, and it was 
found to be of larger size than it was feared 
might be the case. Albumen and calculi ‘ 
were found in the kidneys, but as they have 
‘been acting quite freely it was not thought 
that they aré seriously affected. The 
examination of the heart, hver, and 
kidneys showed that those organs, while 
diseased more or less, were Still 
capable of sustaining life, and that he Gen- 
eral might, if he once tully recovered, live 
for an indefinit period by taking good care of 
himself, avoiding excitement and carefully 
dieting himself. 

It was also found that the congestion in 
the lungs had clegred up toa great extent. 
The stomach is deligate, and the General has 
for a long time beem dyspeptic, but he is per- 
fectly able to assi te the quart of pepten- 
ized milk which is ven him daily, and this 
is capable of kee his strength up until 
he rallies sufficiently to partake of more sub- 
stantial food. On the whole, it can be said 
that the consultation was of an encouraging 
nature.

A woman with a sweet face, a sweeter 
voice, and accents singularly pure and pleas- 
antto the ear disarmed the crowd that came 
to scoff. 

“It’s the Salvation Army,“ they had said 
to each other, and, the object of the meeting 
being, therefore, the trivial one of saving 
men's souls, they had no scruple about break- 
ing itup. So they gathered noisily about

WHOSE HAND HELD THE KNIFE? 


Mysterious Death of a Postal Clerk in a Car 
with Two Other Men. 


Boston, Mass., June 10.—[Special.]—Jerry 


Sinclair of Ossipee, N. H., an old railway 


postal clerk, running between Bostor and 
Bangor, Me., was found in his car in a dying 
condition at the latter city last night. His 
peard and breast were covered with 
blood. He died immediately on his re- 
moval from the car, and the physician 
on a cursory examination pronounced it a 
case of hemorrhage. Three hours later, 
when the undertaker removed the clothing 
to embalm the body, he discovered a deep 
cut in the left breast just above the heart 
which severed an artery. The physician 
says death must have resulted within a min- 
ute after its infliction.

BRINGING THE UNION PACIFIC TO TERMS. 


Nebraska's Attorney-General Forces the 
Road to a Compromise. 

LiIxcolx, Neb., June 10.—[Special.]|—The 
injunction cases brought by the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad and granted by United States 
Judge Dundy, restruining the State Board of 
Transportation from interfering with or at- 
tempting to regulate rates on the plea that 
the road was beyond State control and only 
subject to Federal jurisdiction, have been 
dismissed by the road. This somewhat re- 
markabie change has been brought about 
by the Attorney-General of the State, 
who, when the restraining order was 
granted, investigated and found that 
the road had been exercising the 
mght of eminent domain in the State 
and had acquired over $3,000,000 worth of 
shop, track, and yard room at Omaha through 
condemnation proceedings. As the Consti- 
tution expressly forbids foreign corporations 
doing this, and as the Union Pacitic claimed 
to be beyond the pale of the State, the Attor- 
ney-General was preparing, through quo-war- 
ranto proceedings, to take from them the 
property unlawfully acquired. This has led 
the road to its change of front, and caused it 
in advance of the Nelson bill and Dorsey 
amendments in Congress to place itself in 
line preparatory to recognizing State control. 
In a similar case in Kansas in 1885 the Union 
Pacific entered into stipulation with that 
State to subject itself to State control, and 


like stipulations, it is expected, will pass be- 
tween the road and the State of Nebraska.

AT CORNELL, 


The Job of Teaching Journalism Not a Dif- 
ficult One—He Cites Some Examples of 
Newspaper Rhetoric Which Almost Any 
Student Could Correct—The Art of Writ- 
ing Advertisements Should Not Be Neg- 
lected—Hints on How to Be Popular—A 
Personal Experience. 


Bill Nye in New York World: I am glad to 
know Cornell University is to establish a de- 
partment of journalism next September. I 
have always claimed that journalism could be 
taught in universities and colleges just as 
successfully as any other athletic exercise. 
Of course you cannot teach a boy how 
to jerk a giant journal from the 
crutches of decay and make ita robust 
and ripsnorting shaper and trimmer of 
public opinion, in whose counting-room peo- 
ple will walk all over each other in their 
mad efforts to insert advertisements: You 
cannot teach this in a school any more than 
vou can teach a boy how to discover the open 
Polar Sea, but you can teach him the rudi- 
ments and save him a good deal of time ex- 
perimenting with himself. 

Boys spend small fortunes and the best 
years of their lives in learning the simplest 
truths in relation to journalism. We grope 
on blindly, learning this year, perhaps, how 
to distinguish an italic shooting-stick wnen 
we see it, or how to eradicate type lice from 


a standing galley, learning next year how to 
sustain life ou an annual pass and a sample 
early-rose to weighing four pounds and 
measuring eleven inches in circumference. 
Thisisa slow and tedious way to obtain 
journalistic training. If this can be avoided 
or abbreviated it will be a great boon. 

As I understand it, the department in 
Cornell University will not deal so much 
with actual newspaper experience as it will 
with construction and style in writing. This 
is certainly a good move, for we must ad- 
mit that we can improve very greatly 
our style and the purity of our Epglish. 
For instance, I select an exchange at random, 
and on the telegraphic page I find the details 
of a horrible crime. it seems that an old 
lady, who lived by herself almost, and who 
had amassed between $16 anz $17, was 
awakened by an assasin, drag from her 
bed, and cruelly murdered. e large tele- 
graph headline reads: Drug from her bed 
and murdered!” This is incorrect in orthog- 
raphy, syntax, ana prosody, bad in form, 
and inelegant in style. Carefully parsing 
the word drug asit appedrs here, I find that 
it does not agree with anything in number, 
gender, or person. I do not like to criticise 
the style of others when I know that my own 
is so faulty, but I am sure that the word 
drug should not be used in this way. 

Take the following, also from the Kansas 
correspondence of the Statesville (N. C.) 
Landmark : 

There were several bad accidents in and around 
Clear Water during my absence from home. The 
saddest one was the shooting of one Peter Peter- 
son by his father. They were out rabbit hunting 
in the snow. A rabbit got up and started to run. 
The son was in aswag ofa place and the father 
was taking aim at the rabbit. The son at the 
same time was trying to get a shot at it, and, not 
knowing that his father was shooting, ran be- 
tween the rabbit and his father and was killed 
dead, falling on the snow with his gun grasped in 
his hands and never moved. He still carried that 
pleasant smite which he had on in expectation 
of shooting that jack-rabbit when put im his 
grave. Wheat is selling at about 60 cents; corn, 
40 to 50 cents; fat hogs, gross, 44% to 4%; fat 
steers, 4M; butcher's stock, 2 cents. 

It is hard to say just exactly wherein this 
is faulty, but something ig the matter with 
it. I would like te get an expression of 
opinion from those who take an interest in 
such things as to whether the fault is in 
orthoepy, orthography, anatomy, obituary, 
or price current, or whether it consists in 
writing several features too closely in the 
same paragraph. . 

It would also be a good idea to establish a 
chair for advertisers in some practical co)- 
lege, in order that they might run in for a 
few hours and learn how to write an ad- 
vertisement so that it would express in the 
most direct way what they desired to state. 
Here is an advertisement, for instance, 
which is given exactly as written and 
punctuated:

Has arrived, and will remain only a short time.

a speedy marriage with one you love; valuable 
information to gentlemen on all business trans- 
actions; how to make profitable investments for 
speedy riches; lucky numbers; Egypt:an talis- 
man for the unlucky; cures mysterious and 
chronic diseases. All who are sick or in trouble 
from any cause are invited to call without delay. 

I have always claimed that clairvoyance 
could be made a success if we coud find 
some one who was sufliciently natural born 
to grapple with it. Now, Mrs. Edwards 
seems to know what is required.

When she 
was born sbe just seemed to say to those who 
happened to be present at the time, Fellow- 
citizens, you will have to take me just as you 
find me.

— 8 Spe Henry C. Robinson of Hartford, 
Conn., if I am not mistaken, suggested a 
school of journalism at least twelve years 
ago, but it did not meet with immediate and 
practical indorsement. Now Cornell comes 
forward and seems to be in earnest, and I 
am glad of it. The letters received from day 
to duy by editors, and written to them by 
men engaged in other pursuits, practically 
admit and prove that there is not nowin ex- 
istence an editor who knows enough to carry 
liver to a bear. 

That is the reason why every means should 
be used to pull this profession out of the mire 
of dense ignorance and place it upon the 
high, dry soil which leads to genius and con- 
sanguinity. 

The above paragraph I quote from a treat- 
ise on journalism which I wrote just before 
I knew anything about 1t. 

The life of the journalist is a hard one, 
and, although it is not so trying us the life 
of the newspaper man, itis full of trial and 

rplexities. If newspaper men and journal- 

sts did not stand by each other I do not 
know what joy they would have. Kindness 
for each other, gentleness and generosity, 
éven in their rivairy, characterize the con- 
duct of a large number of them. 

I shall never forget my first opportunity to 
do a kind act fora fellow newspaper man, 
nor with what pleasure I availed myself of 
it, though he was my rival, especially in the 
— ag of large and spirited equestrian 

andbilis and posters. He also printed a 
rival paper and assailed me most bitteriy 
from time to time. His name was 
Lorenzo Dow Pease, and we had 
carried on an acrimonious warfare for two

BEATING EVERY RECORD. 


The Shortest Ocean Trip by About Three 
Hours. , 

New York Time, June 5: The Etruria 
reached the bar at 10:45, and at 4 o’clock had 
her passengers landed. Her exact time from 
Queenstown to Sandy Hook was six days one 
hour and fifty-five minutes. 

The record of the Etruria is a most remark- 
able one. She has not only beaten the fast- 
est previous record for the passage, but 
she has beaten the best previous sin- 
gle day’s run, and made the great 
average of nearly twenty knots per hour 
on the entire run. The exact average is 
470 knots per day, and 19.6 knots per hour. 
She left Queenstown at 1:25 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon. At first it did not appear as if 
the elements would favor even an ordinary 
trip. The second day outa fresh gale was 
blowing from the west, and the sea was 
choppy, at times coming over the bow. In 
fact, as one of the officers put it, “it 
was as nasty weather as a man’s worst 
enemy could wish him to be out in.“ About 
this time Capt. Cook, who is affectionately 
spoken of as our g little man,“ did not have 
great hopes of a fast run. Capt. Cook is a 
perfectly capable officer, and he does what is 
best for his ship and passengers without re- 

to record-smashing. There was only 
one thing to do—slow down. For two hours 
the engines were run at reduced speed. Then 
the rough weather moderated and the vessel 
went ahead again full speed in search of the 
record, which was held by her sister ship, 
the Umbria, at 6 days, 4 hours, and 42 min- 
utes. The start had been bad, however, and 
in Do first two days only 913 knots haa been 
made. 

On the third day out the Etruria began to 
do her telling work, and the next day she 
did remarkably well, though making only 
five knots above the average of the entire 
trip. Friday, however, she let herself loose 
and kicked up her heels ata tremendously 
lively rate. this day, and on this day 
only, she went ahead under both steam and 
sail. A fresh breeze was blowing and every 
advantage was taken of it. The day’s run 
was 503 knots, which is a long way ahead of 
any previous singie day’s run, either of the 
Etruria or of any other transatlantic 
steamship. The daily runs were as follows: 

. ; 30, 496; 31. 485; June 1, 
503; June 2, : 2,854 knots. 

As Capt. Cook took leave of his 271 cabin 
passengers at the Cunard pierfew of them 
realized what a strain the plucky commander 
had undergone during the last three days of 
the voyage. For 1,200 odd miles the Etruna 
had made her way through fog, not of the 
densest sort, but thick enough to make the 

reatest care necessary, and Capt. Cook had 

en on the 
ly. He felt perfectly rewarded 
for all his lost sleep, however 
in the thought that he had wrested the reco 
from the Umbria and Capt. McMickan. The 
Umbria had held the record from Queens- 
town to New York since May, 1887, and at 
one time held both eastward and westward 
records, but the former was captured by the 
Etruria a few weeks ago. Before the Um- 
bria came to the front the Etruria had been 
at the head of the list since August, 1 
and every one knew that Capt. Cook h 
kept his eye longingly and determinedly on 
first place.

THE CAMBRIA RUNS ON ELEVEN-FOOT 
SHOAL, NEAR ESCANABA, 


Three Tugs Unable to Release Her and 
Her Cargo Being Jettisoned—Pumps 
Keeping the Big Steamship Free from 
‘Water—The Record in Heavy Coal 
Shipments Expected to Be Broken at 
Baffalo This Week. \ 


ESCANABA, Mich., June 10.—({Special.)]—The 
steel steamship Cambria, which has been busily 
engaged for a couple of weeks in breaking the 
records of rapid ore-handling, came to grief this 
morning at 1 o’clock on Eleven-Foot Shoal. She 
ran hard on and is out about two feet torward. 
Three tugs have been working on her all day, 
but did not succeed in pulling her off. The last 
report is that her crew is jettisoning the cargo 
and that the pumps were at work. 

The Cambria left here the previous evening 
with a cargo of ore for Ashtabula. She belongs 
to the Mutual Transportation Company of 
Cleveland and is valued at $185,000. She was 
built last year and was the first of the fleet of 
the Mutual Company.

Is ULTRA-PROTECTIONISM A WINNING 
ISSUE? 


The Presidential election four years ago 
was determined by the vote cast within can- 
non shot of the city-hall in New York. 
Many think the result this year will again 
depend on the poll of New York City. Be- 
yond all doubt the votes cast in New York 
City, Brooklyn, Jersey City, and New Haven 
will turn one way or the other the doubtful 
States of New York, New Jersey, and Con- 
necticut. With the issue thus focused and 
localized the Republican varty should be 
able to determine without difficulty just 
what policies will give it the greatest cer- 
tainty of victory. 

The strip of territory about New York 
Bay, including New York City, Brooklyn, 
Jersey City, Queens and Richmond Coun- 
ties, comprises the greatest hive of tariff- 
protected industry in the United States. 
Armies of protected workmen and hundreds 
of millions of protected capital are found 
within this district. Accordingly the Re- 
publican party is assured that high protec- 
tion alone is the winning issue for it in this 
campaign. What is the record? The follow- 
ing table gives the vote cast in the district 
indicated (including also New Haven) for 
Garfield, moderate protectionist, with that 
for Blaine, high protectionist, against Han- 
cock ana Cleveland, low tariff men: 
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| New York State gave Garfield 21.083 ma- 
jority and Cleveland 1,047. Connecticut gave 
Garfield 2,656 majority and Cleveland 1,276. 
New Jersey gave 2,010 majority against Gar- 
field and 4,412 against Blaine. And the pro- 
tected corner of the State within a half a 
dozen miles of the city-hall rolled up 63,000 
low tariff, anti-high protection majority, and 
increased its anti-high protection majority 
against Blaine by 8,400 votes over that against 
Garfield. From these figures it appears that 
the tin-bucket brigades’ swarming out of 
the factories, mills, forges, and shops of the 
great tariff-protected district about New 
York carried New York, New Jersey, and 
Connecticut against high protection, and the 
majority increased just as the Republican 
party, in the person of its candidate in 1884, 
\@mphasized the high-tariff doctrine. The 
farmers of the three States, voting faithfully 
for high protection with the benevoleat pur- 
pose of securing high wages to the city 
trades-union workingmen of New York 
and Brooklyn, were met and overwhelmed 
by the workmen themselves, who rejected 
the proffered boon. Is it possible these work- 
men can’t comprehend what is good for 
them? The farmers insisted that they should 
have rich milk, but the workmen replied 
that it was skimmed before it reached them, 
and that others got all the cream, and they 
would have nothing todo with it. If they 
had really believed that a perpetuation of high 
war duties was to their interest they would 
have roiled up their 63,000 majority for the 
other ticket. | 3 

Surely, if workmen in protected industries 
can be won by the high-tariff doctrine sucha 
result should have appeared four years ago, 
and the States of New York, New Jersey, and 
Connecticut been saved to the Republican 
party. Mr. Blaine was a genial, gifted, attract- 
ive, inspiring leader. No advocate could urge 
high protectionism on workmen with greater 
vigor and plausibility than he. Nevertheless 
they rejected his doctrine, increased their 
majorities against the Republican ticket 
8,400 votes, and left the unprotected 
farmers to champion high protectionism, 
Is it good policy to nominate a candidate 
with extreme protectionist views or make a 
platform calling fora tariff higher than the 
average sentiment of the party favors!

How much ultra tariff sm 
then will be needed in the platform or in the 
person of the candidate to insure defeat and 
make certain the loss of the doubtful Eastern 
States? 


CHICAGO AND DULUTH. 

The New York Times is singing of the com- 
mercial downfall of Chicago. It says Du- 
luth is but a trifle farther from the Straits of 
Mackinaw than is the head of Lake Michi- 
gan. Hence the strategical position” of 
that city makes it practicaliy as near New 
York and Liverpool as is Chicago. For that 
reason jt asserts that Chicago is now losing 
her trade, and is doomed to lose much more 
of it in the near future, while her departing 
glory is going to the western end of Lake 
Superior and the twin cities of Minne-Paul. 
The railroads that centre at those points, it 
says, are the deadly enemies of all those 
which are tributary to Chivago, and the lat- 
ter stand no better chance of success in the 
unequal struggle than is possible in the 
rivalry between the water routes. ; 

The argument would be stronger and the 
conclusion a sounder one if the whole of the 
business transacted in Chicago consisted in 
the receiving of wheat and fiour from the 
Northwest and the shipping of the same to 
Europe via the North Atlantic ports. But 
this is far from being the case. The total 
receipts of wheat and flour in this city for 
the last five years were barely more tnan 30 
per cent of the entire volume of breadstuffs, 
while they formed a much smaller part of the 
entire produce movement at this point. The 
country tributary to Duluth has not hitherto 
been found good for the growing of much be- 
sides wheat. It is too far north for corn, 
oats thrive there but sparingly, and 
us winters are too long and cold 
for the profitable raising of live stock. 
Hence it does not produce wool or hides or 


under the leadership of Judge Gresham. His 
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that region has hitherto been sent to Chicago 
as its best market, and it is scarcely a year 
since the holders of wheat all over the 
Northwest were anxiously rushing as much 
of it as they could into this city, utter- 
ly oblivious of the claims of buyers 
in Duluth and Minneapolis. The manv- 
facturing facilities of tte devouring r. 
val are scant indeed, and fuel of: all 
kinds so dear as to be almost unusable for 
power in competition with people who have 
at their feet the vast coal-beds of Northern 
Illinois, with those of Indiana and the far- 
ther East to be drawn upon at a moderate 
additional cost. | 

The matter of transportation is much less 
to our disadvantage than assumed by the 
Times or by several other sheets that have 
been published within the last year or two in 
the alleged interest of the Northwest. The 
season Of navigation from Duiuth eastward 
1s at least five weeks shorter than that from 
Chicago. The Northern route by rail pre- 
sents even more of comparative disadvan- 
tage. Itis practically locked up by storms 
and severe cold during a large part of each 
year, while the interruptions to traffic and 
travel from those causes on the more south- 
ern routes are but occasional and 
temporary. These things make an im- 
portant difference im favor of the 
route around the head of Lake Michigan, 
while it has a still greater advantage in tne 
fact that the carrying of wheat and flour is 
only a minor part of the total business, while 
in the case of the other it constitutes nearly 
all, The northern roads cannot afford to car- 
ry freight or passengers at less than cost, as 
to do so would be a losing business through- 
out. The lines which connect the Northwest 
with this city can, have done, and will again 
if necessary, carry the wheat and flour of tne 
Northwest at sufficientiy low rates to com- 
pete with the other, and depend for their 
profits upon the much larger volume of traffic 
which they command subject only to compe- 
tition among themselves. There is no doubt 
of their ability to do this, or to justify their 
action by appeal to that clause of the Inter- 
State Commerce law which permits different 
rates under different circumstances intro- 
duced by the fact of water transportation in 
one case and not in the other. 

Even if the competition referred to should 
cause the loss of a small portion of the pres- 
ent business of Chicago in buying from and 
selling to the Northwest ,the subduction 
would be a much smallex portion of the 
great total of trade which her merchants 
have obtained by dintof favorable location 
and superior enterprise. Such a loss is by no 
means certain, but it would be far from com- 
plete, and might be called little other than 
nominal. The recent large increase in the 
development of the Northwest was in large 
part achieved by the aid of Chicago capital 
and conducted under the supervision and di- 
rection of Chicago men. They have built 
elevators at Duluth, and buy the wheat 
which is stored there till wanted for ship- 
ment on orders sent to and from this city. 
They have also invested liberally in the roads 
which are now talked of as about to prove 
our ruin, while the whole system may really 
be regarded and spoken of as an extension of 
our commercial influence, which is far more 
likely to ieave Minneapolis in the position of 
being side-tracked in a business sense. than 
to hurt this city. The Tunes needs not to 
talk of weeping over the prospect. If tears 
do not come to the eyes of its prophet till 
Duluth has supplanted the city at the head 
of Lake Michigan he will go down to his 
grave without having known much of that 
sorrow. 


Ir is an axiom in the grocery trade, in other 
countries as well as in the United States, 
that sugar must be handied at net cost, 
while an excessive profit is exacted on the 
sale of other goods in order to make both 
ends meet. The reason for this is one of 
those things which, in the language of Soth- 
ern, “no fellah can find out.“ The grocers 
themselves have at last become aware of 
the foliy of it, and some of their number 
have called for a generai convention of the 
wholesalers to be held in New York the u 
of this month for the purpose of endeavor- 
ing to mature some plan for abating 
the nuisance. It is thought that if 
these gentlemen can be made to fall 
into line the retailers can easily be induced 
tofollow. This is the ostensible object of 
the call, but it is just possible that something 
else lurks behind. The latter part of the 
circular cailing the meeting alludes inci- 
dentally to another topic, but in such a way 
as tosuggest the feminine postscript to a 
letter. It hints at the “ general movement to 
avoid the excessive and unreasonable opera-

What Invention Has Done in Cheapening 
Prodaction. 

CHARLESTON, III., June 9.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.j—Will you please answer the following 
— — through the editorial columns of THE 

RIBUNE? — 

i, If the duties were taken off wool. sugar, and 
other raw“ materials what per cent reduction 
would it make in the price of the manufactured 
articies to the consuniers? 

2. Is it not true that nearly all kinds of manu- 
factured goods are cheaper today than they ever 
were under the Democratic tariff for revenue 
only!

The bill before the House of Representatives, 
which it is now considering, places wool on the 
free list, and to balance that great advantage to 
the manufacturer reduces the duties on woolen 
goods, which now average about 68 per cent, to 40 
per cent. The gain to the people at large in cheap- 
ening their clothing, blankets, and carpets should 
be the difference in price under a 68 per cent and 
a 40 per cent tax. Each consumer can figure it 
out for himself. 

Placing sugar on the free list, refined as well 
as raw, would make a reduction to the consumer 
of about three cents a pound, which includes 
“incidence,” or, in other words, the middleman’s 
profits on the duty itself. In the whole United 
States the saving would probably be 80 millions 
of dollars to the consumers. 

There are so many articles under the head of 
“other raw materials” that it would be difficult 
to give more than an approximate answer to the 
guestion of effect on the selling price thereafter. 
The reduction of price to the consumer would 
vary with the amount of duty removed. The 
last Democratic tariff was that of 1846, farther 
reduced in 1857, and lasting till 1861. Since then 
the price of wool, which was on the free list 
from 57 to 61, has declined nearly one-naalf, 
which contributes to the cheapening of woolen 
goods very much. And most other raw materials 
are also cheaper since then. And there have 
been made enormous improvements in labor- 
‘saving machinery since 1861. New inventions 
have revolutionized the cost and out- 
put of manufactures. Ten thousand labor-. 
saving inventions in this countryand Europe 
have been introduced into applied mechanics. 
There have been numerous wonderful discover- 


| jes in chemistry which have been utilized in the 


arts. The progress ot the civilized world in ma- 
terial resvects has deen something marvelous. 
Compare the present steel-built steamer with 
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is produced in | Paddle 


machines in the last thirty years. 

revolution in the methods of making iron and 
steel and shaping them into all forms and uses. 
Compare the old hand-labor methods of making 
boots and shoes with the present automatie 
methods of turning them out, one man or boy 
doing as much now as a dozen men thirty years 
ago. See what the sewing-m ne has done in 
cheapening the making of clothes and of every- 
thing that requires needlework. 

The cost of manufacturing ail kinds of textiles 
is but a fraction of former expense; the im- 
provements in making all sorts of wood-work 
have kept pace with labor-saving methods in all 
other brénches of manufacture. But the great- 
est labor-saver of ail is the railway system. 
Think what invention has done in bridging great 
rivers, in blasting rocks and tunnels, in cheap- 
ening steel, in enhancing the traction power of 
locomotives. Think of how the improved and 
cheapened railway has reduced the cost of trans- 
portation, 

Yes it is true that nearly all kinds of manu- 
factured goods are cheaper now than they ever 
were under the Democratic tariff for revenue 
only,” when the clumsy and expensive methods 
of manufacture were in vogue.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND CONSIDERING 
CIVIL-SERVICE CLASSIFICATIONS. 


There Has Been Trouble as to What Em- 
ployes Were Included Under the Law, 
and a Definit Arrangement of the Va- 
rious Classes Will Be Made—Col. Casey 
Will Be the New Brigadier—No Places 
for Some of the West Point Cadets. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., June 10.—[Special.}]— 


The Civil-Service Commission has submitted 
to the President, at his request, an outline of will de spared to hang the lynchers. 


a reclassificaton of the Government clerical 


forces which has been in contemplation for- 


some time past. The present classification 
is incomplete, its limits being ill-defined; 
and this gives rise to many annoying contro- 
versies as to what positions are exempt from 
civil-service restrictions. The classification 
embraces positions of a certain character 
in one department, while in others they 
are at the disposal of the ap- 
pointing power without reference to civil- 
service rules and regulations. The new 
classification will include ail positions ex- 
cepting watchmen and laborers, and will 
designate them dy name, so that no doubt 
may hereafter exist as to the status of any 
place in the Government service. Some few 
positions will be exempt from examinations 
under the general rule, such as chiets of di- 
visions and the corps of detail clerks, and 
others by special rule, including scientists 
and specialists generally. There will be cer- 
tain places designated as being ex- 
empt from competitive examination, 
but the persons filling them will be 
required to pass a non-co titive 
examination before appointment. e new 
classification will affect not only the depart- 
ments here, but the custom-houses and post- 
oftices throvghout the country aswell. It 
will, moreover, take in the Bureau of Engrav- 
ihg and Printing, which has long been the 
hunting-ground of the spoilsman. The Pres- 


ident is considering the advisability of in- 


cluding the Railway Mail Service within the 
new classifications. The messengers in this 
service are now appointed upon the recom- 
mendation of the Congressman in whose dis- 
trict their run is to be made. 


It is learned from reliable sources that the 
President has determined to appoint Col. 
Thomas L. Casey Brigadier-General and 
Chief of Engineers upon the retirement of 
Gen. Duane June 30. It has been the general 


impression among army people for some time 
that the prize would fall inte Col. Casey’s 
hands, butin viewof the high standing of 
the other candidate, Col. Parke, the Super- 
intendent of the Military Academy, there 
have not been any positive assertions to that 
effect. The President no doubt found it a 
difficult task to decide between these two 
officers. They have both excellent records 
and acknowledged qualifications for the 
office, not to speak of the influential friends, 
political and social, by each. 
Then again the question of rank was 
a hard one to decide. Although Col. 
Casey is the senior according to the army 
register, Col. Parke has served the long- 
est by three years, the former having — 
uated in 1852 and the latter in 1849. Col. 
Parke owes his reduced rank to the act ot 
Congress merging the topographical engi- 
neers into the engineer corps proper, which 
brought him to the consolidated corps next 
below Col. Casey. The fact, too, that Col. 
Parke reaches the retiring age before Col. 
Casey has been considered by some as a 
strong pointin his favor. The history of 
Mr. Cieveland’s army appointments shows, 
however, that he does not mote officers 
for the purpose of giving them the benefit of 
an increased pay in the retired list, but is 
rather inclined to the young officers who 
should be abie to serve long enough in a high 
grade to earn the benefits attached to it upon 
retirement. Col. Casey, the prospective 
Chief of Engineers, is at present stationed in 
New York as President of the Board of Forti- 
fications. ; 


There being only twenty-four vacancies in 
the grade of Second Lieutenant of the army, 
twenty of the forty-four cadets who graduat- 
ed from the academy yesterday will have to 
be assigned as additionals until places occur 
for them. The vacancies are thirteen in the 
infantry, seven in the cavalry, and four in 
the artillery. The first five members of the 
class have been recommended by the Aca- 
demic Board for positions in the Engineer 
Department, but there being no vacancies in 

at branch it is hardly probable that the 

ar Department will assign the entire five 
to that corps as additionals. The assign- 
ment of the cadets 1s usually made according 
to class standing, positions in the engineer 
corps being considered first choice, artillery 
second, cavalry third, and infantry last. 
After the twenty surplus graduates have re- 
ceived commissions as full Second Lieuten- 
ants, which at the rate casualties are now 
occurring will not be for five or six months, 
the eleven candidates from the ranks who 
have just passed departmental boards will 
commissioned as Second Lieutenants, 
making fifty-five new officers in all that will 
probabiy be added to the army during the 
present year. 


CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 


Official Report for Last Week from the 
State Department of Agriculture. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 9%.—[Special.]—Re- 
ports to the State Department of Agriculture for 
the week ending today indicate that for the early 
part of the week the temperature was below a 
seasonable average throughout the State, but 
that it has been generally higher for the last 
three days. Frost occurred in the northwestern 
part of the State June 3. 

Rains have visited the southern counties, 
which, added to the more copious rainfall of tne 
previous week, have continued the favorable 
crop conditions. There is a notable decrease in 
the threatened damage from chinch bugs in the 
southern counties, but still there is u strong 
probability of the failure of the crops in that sec- 
tion unless the supply of moisture is well main- 
tained, 

Corn is making slow growth. The stand is still 
uneven, and both cut-worms and chinch bugs 
have done damage to the cropin the southern 
counties. In other sections a more rapid growth 
is reported, and in 1 De Kalb, Du Page, 
Kankakee, Champaign, Verinilion, Moultrie, 
Coles, Edgar, Morgan, Scott, Greene, Jersey, 
Macoupin, Clark, Jasper, EMingham, Clay, Mar- 
ion, Jefferson, Clinton, St. Clair, Randolph, 
Perry, Gallatin. Hardin, Williamson, Alexander, 
and Puiaski Counties the prospect is fair for an 
average yield. 

The prospects are good for an average yield of 
oats mall sections where the rainfall has been 
plenty, and Southern Illinois will probably have 
an abundant oats crop. 

Spring wheat is in & promising condition. Win- 
ter wheat has improved but little during the 
week, ana the reports show few localities where 
— * will exceed two-third of an average 
yield. ; 

Except in the southern counties the pastures 
are greatly improved. There are still more com- 
plaints from Southern Lilinois of the ravages of 
thejarmy-worm and cut-worm in the meadows,and 
generally there will be but a limited hay crop. 

BeLorr, Wis., June 9.—[Special.|—The crop 
1 is magnificent in every way, and the hay 

arvest is under way. While the hay crop is not 
as heavy as many hoped it would be after the 
shortage of last season, it is good, and an abun- 
dant supply for home consumption is assured. 
— — wheat are splendid. Corn is growing 
nicely. 

WABASH, Ind., June 9.—|Special.]—The favor- 
able weather of the last few days has somewhat 
improved the wheat outlook in this county, but 
the prospect is still gloomy enough. The plant 
is beginning to head, but in many fields are bare 
spots which will produce nothing at all, and 
which will cut the yield in the county to less than 
one-half. Hundreds of acres have been plowed 
up and resown in oats or planted incorn. The 
corn crop is in fair condition, but the absence of 
warm weather is interferimg with its growth. 
Nearly all that was planted is up and has a 
healthy appearance. On side hills the heavy 
rains have washed the seed from the soil and 
much repianting has been done on rolling ground. 
Oats are growing finely and promise an enor- 
mous crop. 0

But When Negroes Indulge in Lynching 
They Must Saffer. 

Charleston (S. C.) Special to the New, York 
World: For the first time in the history of 
this State a band of negroes will plabed 
on trial for their lives for the lynching af a 
white man. It is no new thing to see a feeble 
effort made occasionally to try white men for 
lynching negroes, and the sympathy is al- 
ways with the accused. Butin the trial of 
the six colored men, Cato Sherman, William 
Williams, Foster Knox, Henry Belton, John 
Reese, and Harrison Heyward, which will be 
gin at Pickens Monday, no pains or expense 
ine 
Attorney-General and the local prosecuting 
ofticer have taken the casein hard and 
give the accused no chance to escape. 

In Edgefield County last August thirty-s 
rominent white citizens were tried for 
282 wealthx planter of. that county 
who was accused of a Hameless crime. The 
Attorney-General of the State assisted the 
Solicitor in the prosecution of the case, but 
it was all to no avail. The jury prompily 
brought in a verdict of uittal. For or- 
tain crimes the sentiment of the State is de- 
cidediyin favor of ase ee When thepe 
Pickens negroes lynched Mantz Waldrop 
they only followed the example so freely set 
them by their white neighbors. 

Solicitor Orr, who is one of the strongest 
criminal lawyers in the State, has announced 
his determination to do everything in his 

wer to secure the conviction of these 
ynchers. This has caused consideraple feel- 
ing among the colored people of the State, 
and the clergy have taken the matter in 
hand. Collections have been taken up in 
their churches to help defray the expense of 

rocuring able lawyers to defend them 

veral mass-meetings bave been held in 
Charleston and considerable money has deen 
collected. Col. R. W. Simpson of Anderson

Mantz Waldrop, the victim of the lynch- 
ers, was a burly overseer on a plantation ne 
Central, in Pickens County. On the after- 
noon of Jan. 2, while he was walking along 
the road he met the two daughters of Cato 
Sherman, a highly respected colored mah. 
He began talking to che girls and suddenly 
caught Lula, a bright girl 14 years of age, 
and after dragging her into the woods as- 
saulted her. The other girl who was 
only 8 years old, ran home and told 
her father what had happened. When 
Lula was found she was in con- 
vulsions, and it was learned that her assail- 
ant had struck her several severe plows. The 
girldied that night. Waldrop was arrested 
and identified as her assailant by her young- 
er sister. Before her death Lula had said 
that Waidrop was the man who had caused 
her death. The trial Justice ordered him to 
be committed to jail to await. trial for mur- 
Waldrop stoutly denied any knowledge 
of the affair. He was placed in charge of 
Constable D. E. Garvin and Gaylard Eaton 
‘to be committed to jail. Garvin was a regu- 
lar constable, and be claims that Eaton vol- 
unteered to go with him, while Eaton alleges 
that he was pressed into service, 

The constables were warned not to start 

for Pickens that night. Deep feeling had 
been aroused and cool heads feared the pris- 
oner would be lynched. Acting Constable 
Eaton wus drinking and was overheard to 
say: 
** Waldrop ought to be hanged, and I hope 
the rope he will be hanged with wil break 
his neck before, morning. I would tie the 
rope to hang hin if I could get three men to 
help me.“ 

In spite of these warnings the constables 
started off for Pickens with their prisoner in 
an open buggy. Garvin was driving and 
Eaton walked alongside. When they had 
reached a wood about a mile from Central 
they saw a group of about twenty- 
five negroes standing by the roadside Gar- 
vin turned around and tried to drive Kk to 
Central, but the negroes ran up and caught 
the horse and dragged the prisoner from the 
buggy. When Garvin saw he could do noth- 
ing, he drove back to Central, and Eaton re- 
mained in the woods with the lynchers. 
Waldrop was carried a short distance from 
the road and shotin the head three times 
with a pistol. The firing atiracted the atten- 
tuon of Dr. Clayton, who lived close by the 
scene of the tragedy. He, with sev- 
eral white men, went out to where 
the negroes were and found Wal- 
drop lying on the ground surrounded by 
@ group of negroes. They examined his 
wounds and found that they were only 
slight, the bullets having grazed his skuli. 
They lifted him up and talked to him. He 
denied that he had ever committed the as- 
sault charged upon him, and said that be 
knew he was going to die, but that he would 
die an innocent man. When Dr. Clayton at- 
tempted to carry him off the negroes rushed 
upon him and seized Waldrop, whom they 
carmied away. Knowing that it was useless 
to attempt to prevent their plans, Dr. Clay- 
ton went home. 

Next morning Waldrop’s body was found 
dangling from a tree near the roadside. Ihe 
negroes made no effort to disguise them- 
selves, but went to work boldly and without 
fear. It was soon found that the murdered 
girl’s father had organized a band who took 
an Oath toavenge her death by taking the 
life of Waldrop. The lynchers are now 
under indictment for murder, and a strong 
effort will be made to secure their cunvic- 
tion, though that 1s by no means certain, as

What men 
who want to race horses ought to do is to come 
to California and buy yearlings, and then let 
them stay there and develop until they are put 
in training. We have the nutriment and the 
climate to make them = into great horses.“

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What a Georgia Woman Has Done with a 
| Modest Strawberry Patch. — 
Atlanta Constitution: Strawberries, as well 
as pretty girls, flourish around La Grange. 
It 18 interesting, in this line, to know what a 
single woman, Mrs. Sarah B. Mabry, has ac- 
complished. Last year she averaged 20 cents 
per quart for all the berries she sold. This 
year she had about half an acre of 
strawberries in full bearing, from which 
she has already sold 3,000 quarts, which 
has brought her in the neighborhood 
of $875, or as much as the value of six or 
seven bales of cotton. Some of these ber- 
ries were sold as high as 20 cents per quart, 
and none less than 10 cents. ednesday 
last 220 quarts were picked from this half 
acre, and sold for 10 and 15 cents per quart. 
Besides doing all this work with her own 
hands she has selected and set out since the 
beginning of the year 30,000 additional 
lants, every one of them alive and promis- 
ng abundant yields next season. A few 
berries will be gathered from these vines 


this year, and another crop of 3,000 or 4,000 


quarts will be sold from the old vines this 
ear. 

From half an acre she has soid over 3,000 
uarts of strawberries already this year. 
ext year she will have four and a half acres 

of vines just as productive, and, giving the 

lowest estimate, she will gather 27,000 quarts, 
which, at 10 cents a quart. the lowest price 
which she has ever received for her berries, 
will bring her $2,700. Besides this, she has 
over 400 vines of raspberries, now covered 

with fruit, which she will sell for 25 cents a 

quart, and which will prove a source of con- 

siderable income. 

No one will be surprised at the value of the 
crop and the productiveness of the soil, but 
the fact that a weak woman, with tre weight 
of 60 years upon her shoulders, should have 
demonstrated the possibilities of small fruits 
in this section 1s surprising. She is the most 
enthusiastic fruit culturist in Georgia, and 
in the work she finds recreation and happi- 
ness. She has an untiring energy and thor- 
oughly understands berry culture. During 
the heat of the day, when she is compelled to 
rest indoors, and in the evenings she is not 
idle, but with her own hands maxes the little 
wooden quart baskets in which the berries 
are sold. The farm consists of forty or fifty 
acres, and ali except four and a half acres is 
cultivated in ordinary farm products, cotton, 
corn, mullet, oats, etc., which Mrs. Mabry 
looks after closely. The berry farm is 
wonderful within itself. That it snouid have 
been developed and so successfully managed 
by its mistress is an example and inspiration 
for others.
